This time he 
sel up a now world record in 
London on July 14—590 centi- 
metres, two centimetres belter 
than his own previous record. 

Do you rememher Bubka spea- 
king about a six-metre mark? 
This Is no all-important aim lor 
him. However, his further ad- 
vonce towards that goal speaks 
yet again about man's colossal 
possibilities. 

CHISTYAKOVA: PLUS 
12 CENTIMETRES 

The 21 year old student Galina 
Chistyakova has sol up a USSR 


record In the long -pimp. At the 
contest on July 14 In Moscow 
she landed at the mark of 
721 cm. which Is 12 centimetres 
better than the previous USSR 
record Vllma Bardauskiene set 
up on August 29. 1978. 

The world record belongs to 
the Romanian Jumper Angara 
Cusmir— 743 cm.

The North Atlan- 
tic bloc Is also piling up con- 
ventional arms. The serious si- 
tuation was aggravated by lha 
recent West European Union 
Gunnell decision to lilt (he ban 
on iho FHGi development and 


deployment of offensive weap- 
ons. 

The head of the Polish delega- 
tion pointed out (hat once again 
the USA and Its allies have Toll- 
ed to display readiness to give 
a businesslike and constructive 
reply to the realistic proposals 
put forward by lha Warsaw 
Treaty countries In 1983 which 
could help lo gel rid of useless 
debate and lead to a lowering 
of the level of military confron- 
tation In Central Europe.

STRADIVARI'S SECRET OIL STORED 


Professor of biochemistry and 
biophysics at Texas University 
Joseph Nagivari says lhat he 
has discovered the secret of the 
wouderful vlolln-maker Stradi- 
varf. Tlie Stradlvarls, as violins 
made by lhe Italian craftsman 
are called, are famous Tor their 
special sound. 

It was therefore practically 
Impossible to fake them, and to- 
day a Stradivari can cost any- 
thing up to a million dollars. 

As a result of his painstaking 
analysis of lhe Stradlvarls, Pro- 
fessor Nagivari, has come to 
lhe conclusion that the famous 
master's secret lies ln the lac- 
quer composition used lo coat 
ihe violin. Stradivari used a so- 
lution which did not block up 
the pores of the timber from 
which the violins were made. 
Hence the special sound. The 
professor maintains that by the 
late eighties he will have suc- 
ceeded in making a Stradivari 
I of his own.

Looking at these weather-beaten horsemen, It 
le herd lo believe that Urey are all very elderly. 
Yet (here arc many people as old ob (hey are in 
the Soviet Union. In tho Caucasian Republic ol 
Georgia, where all the men In our photo come 
Irom, there are more tlmu 60.000 peoplo out ol 
a population of live million who are aged ninety 
and over. Two thousand are over ono hundred 
yenrs old. The median life-span in the republic 
is 72 years. 

What should or should not bo done It one 
wauls to live to ho a hundred! Scientists who 
have compiled a gerontological map ol Georgia 
have come lo the conclusion that people who 


live lo this ripe old age are healthy, with a 
real lor life, a well-balanced nervous system and 
a good memory. In addition, many ol them do 
as much physical work as they are capable of, 
even though they do not need to financially. 
With very few exceptions, they are, or were, 
married. Only four out of 400 women between 
Ihe ages of 100 and 130 were chlldlcsa. As a 
rule, most of tho long-livers, as they are called 
In this country, do not smoke; they eat a lot of 
vegetables, cheese and honey.

Artificial Irrigation, which has 
become one of the reserves for 
the development of the country’s 
agriculture, demands an in- 
creasing number of various 
pipes. The technology of their : 
production Is rather labour-in- 
tensive. Powerful presses, weld- 
ing machines and vast produc- 
tion areas are needed. 

Experts in the Urals and Mos- 
cow have developed an electric 
pipe welding mill for -large- 
diameter (42G-B30 mm) tbin- 
walled pipes. It began operating 
In Omsk (a city In Western Sibe- 
ria). The progressive, so-called 
double-seam technology is used 
here. Such pipes are 50 per cent " 
lighter than usual single-seam 
pipes which Industry so far of- 
fers specialists in land reclame-. . 
tion. The new mill is compact, 

It weighs 1,000 times less than 
the traditional equipment. 

The rolling mill can fully meet 
the requirements of the Omsk 
Region and of other 50 home 
buyers. One more mill will soon 
ba put into operation there to 
expand the pipe making capa- 
city.

We have young group of 
producers at our theatre who 
have been working together for 
more than a year. We also of- 
ten invite young producers from 
outside the company to do pro- 
ductions for ui. 

Q. Everything you have Just 
*ald refers fo the problems of 
opera production in general. 
What are the specific arms of 
your workshop? 

A. First of all, the problem of 
the Inlerrelationshlp between 
artist and spectator. In our 
energetic century people long 
for greater Intimacy, warmth 
and, at the same lime, involve- 
ment. 

What we aim at is audience 
participation: we want to Invol- 
ve the spectalor In the theatri- 
cal process. This Is oiir chief 
Mrgei when we stage an opara. 
Wa wish to see an active, Infa- 
reslad and sympathetic audi- 
ence. 

Q. Do you make specific 
demands of your company? 

A. Of course. Forcing the 
voice, exagerated gestures and 
miming, normal for an ordinary 
8,2 . auditorium are Inac- 
ceplable In our case. They make 
action look artificial and hamper 
a singers freedom on the stage. 
In addlll on, the vocal abilities 
of the dramatic image he port- 
rays. We demand from our sin- 
gers a high degree of physical 
and emotional flexibility. This 
does not mean that we Ignore 
the voice.

about your repertoire? 

A. We fend to concentrate on 
works by contemporary compo- 
sers. The contemporary theme Is 
what Interests us most. But we 
also stage Russian end foreign 
classics trying to revive forgot- 
ten works. But here again we are 
not aiming at restoration, this 
has nothing to do with styliza- 
tion to resemble various periods 
and epochs. What we seek for 
is a modern Interpretation of thq 
music, but always accompanied 
by careful consideration of the 
composer's original intention, 
of course. If we had not staged 
operas by Shchedrin or Kliolml- 
nov, I believe we would nevar 
have been able to stage Mozart 
or Haydn In a now way. 

Q. What Is the professional 
credo of your theatre? 

A. A theatre must be needed 
by the contemporary spectator. 
This means that we must "hear" 
our lime and "sea" life.
